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Change to 
hours will 
boost 999 
air cover 

AN emergency service based 
in Welshpool has extended 
its operating hours provid¬ 
ing extra cover for critically - 
ill people across the region. 

The Wales Air Ambulance 
is now able to respond to 
emergency call-outs until 
9pm following a night flying 
trial. 

It is part of a move for the 
three Welsh air ambulance 
crews to provide emergency 
cover over a 14-hour period 
daily. 

All three helicopter crews 
will be in operation for 12 
hours a day, staggered from 
7am until 9pm. 

Jason Williams, clinical 
and operations manager for 
the Wales Air Ambulance, 
said: “Extending our operat¬ 
ing hours is one of our long¬ 
term goals, with the 
ultimate aim of being able to 
provide around-the-clock 
care. 

“This latest development 
has been made possible 
thanks to our fantastic 
fundraisers and supporters, 
and now means that we are 
on standby for more patients 
when they need us.” 

Under a new shift pattern 
adopted at all three airbases, 
the air ambulance team 
based in Caernarfon will 
operate from 7am until 7pm. 
The Swansea helicopter 
crew will be ready to 
respond to 999 calls from 
8am until 8pm, and the 
Welshpool team can be in 
the air from 9am until 9pm. 

Parishes to 
spend cash 

DETAILS about how £lmil- 
lion of lottery money could 
help three villages near 
Oswestry will be unveiled 
next week. 

The “3 Parishes” partner¬ 
ship, taking in Gobowen, St 
Martins and Weston Rhyn 
will hold a public meeting on 
Wednesday in Gobowen.

The lottery win for the 
three parishes was awarded 
more than three years ago. 
But as yet not a penny has 
been spent. 



Work starts on £2.4m health centre 


WORK is well under way on a state- 
of-the-art £2.4 million medical centre 
for Chirk. 

Award-winning builders Anwyl Con¬ 
struction plans to complete the project 
on the town’s Colliery Road in March 
next year. 

The new eco-friendly medical centre 
will replace the current premises in 
Castle Road and will feature a number 
of sophisticated “green” features, 
including photo-voltaic solar panels 
and an advanced drainage system. 


The two-storey steel-framed build¬ 
ing is the first purpose-built surgery to 
be built in North Wales for leading 
healthcare building specialists Matrix 
Medical and will include a minor oper¬ 
ations facility and a pharmacy, as well 
as being the base for the Chirk Sur¬ 
gery. 

They currently operate from Castle 
Road, Chirk, and carry out surgeries at 
St Martin’s and Weston Rhyn. 

Anwyl director Tom Anwyl said: 
“We’re delighted to be working with 


Matrix Medical on such a specialist 
building which will play a huge part in 
the life of the local community here in 
Chirk for many years to come. 

“It is a major project with over 2,000 
square metres of space and specialist 
provision for a pharmacy and other 
health services, as well as capacity for 
additional healthcare provision in the 
future. 

“It is a prestigious project and a 
good example of how private finance 
can provide public services.” 


TOWN MUSIC VENUE 
THROWN A LIFELINE 


OSWESTRY’S under-threat music venue looks set 
to be granted a six-month stay of execution after 
being nominated as an “asset of community value” 
and a planned auction has been cancelled. 

The Ironworks in Church Street, was put forward by sup¬ 
porters for the designation as part of the Community Right 
to Bid programme after its owners were told by their bank 
that they must sell. 

Right to Bid gives people the opportunity to nominate land or 
property which they feel forms parts of their community and 


that they may wish to pur¬ 
chase. 

And on Monday Oswestry 
Town Council agreed to sup¬ 
port the nomination but will be 
making no financial contribu¬ 
tion. 

Ironworks owner Steve Gore 
said if the application is suc¬ 
cessful then it could protect the 
venue from being sold for the 
next six months, giving him 
the chance to raise enough 
funds to save the town’s 
nightspot. 

Restriction 

“This really came out of our 
initial discussions with our 
staff,” Mr Gore said. “A body 
was formed of 21 people and a 
submission was made. 

“Shropshire Council can 
then put a restriction on the 
sale of the property. What then 
happens is that over six 
months there is time for the 
body to raise the funds to buy 
the Ironworks out of the bank.

“We like to think that this 
will happen and that the coun¬ 
cil will be ensuring it’s 
regarded as an asset. 

“Our expectation is that the 
bank will then accept this as 
well and that will give us six 
months.” 

Shropshire Council is 
expected to rule on the submis¬ 
sion soon afterwards. 

Mr Gore said in the mean¬ 
time the fundraising campaign 
launched at the start of August 
would continue. 

The venue needs to raise 
about £140,000 to pay off its 
debts to the bank. 

The campaign has so far 
raised more than £10,000 and 
attracted the support of award¬ 
winning comedian Patrick Mon¬ 
ahan and Oswestry comedian 
Paul Dabek.

Average 
pay for 
workers 
is lower 

AVERAGE pay in Powys 
has fallen by 11.3 per cent 
in the last five years 
according to a Wales TUC 
study. 

The survey reveals that 
full time workers in Powys 
are £49.19 a week worse 
off while the average across 
Wales is down by £32 a 
week and £30.30 across the 
UK. 

The TUC study said 
Flintshire had suffered the 
biggest wage cut in Wales 
since the financial crisis 
started in 2007 - a drop of 
£57 a week on average. 

The report also found 
that across Wales men’s 
wages had fallen in real 
terms more than women’s. 

The Wales TUC’s conclu¬ 
sions come from taking 
wages for a 40-hour week 
in 2007, adjusting them for 
how much prices have 
risen, to discover what 
level wages would need to 
be now for workers to have 
the same standards of liv¬ 
ing as five years ago. 

Wales TUC general sec¬ 
retary Martin Mansfield 
warned that families were 
struggling and were often 
forced to go into debt as 
household incomes were 
squeezed. 

“Workers’ real hourly 
pay rates have taken a hit 
over the past five years 
because wages have failed 
to keep up with inflation,” 
he said. 

“But this fall is also a 
result of the worrying 
increase in insecure and 
short-hours employment.” 

He said the TUC was 
launching a Britain Needs 
a Pay Rise campaign to 
urge employers to pay 
workers a living wage - a 
pay packet that enabled a 
basic standard of living.

heart conditions. During the day there 
was also a raffle, and participants were 
given cake and a drink from the Boat¬ 
house next to the mere, which is run by 
a former college friend of Matthew’s. 

The couple have raised thousand of 
pounds through their CRY for Matthew 
fund to pay for four screening days 
next year but say they are desperately 
keen for more funding support. 

Mrs Dewhirst said: “Screening days 
are a key to picking up undiagnosed 
heart conditions in young people. 

“The screening days are open to 
everybody and people are invited to go 
along and an expert cardiologist looks 
for any problems.” 


Teenager's bus prank ended 
in £2,000 damage to shelter 


A BUS rolled across a road in 
Shrewsbury crashing into a bus 
shelter after a teenager jumped 
onto it and pretended to be the 
driver. 

Alwyn Llewellyn Jones, 18, of Llanfair 
Caereinion, near Welshpool, appeared at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court and denied a 
charge of taking the bus, which was 
accepted by the prosecution. 

He admitted criminal damage of £2,114 to 
the bus shelter belonging to Shropshire 
Council. 

Judge Robin Onions ordered Jones to do

125 hours of unpaid work in the community, 
pay compensation of £2114 and pay £100 
costs. 

He heard that two other young men, who 
were with Jones at the time but who were 
not prosecuted, had offered to help pay any 
compensation. 

“That is to be applauded as they have a 
moral responsibility if nothing else,” the 
judge said. 

He told Jones that if someone had been 
hit by the bus he could have been facing 
manslaughter charges. 


Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, said the sin¬ 
gle decker bus had been parked in the over¬ 
flow park at the Raven Meadows bus park 
overnight on April 11, after having mechan¬ 
ical problems. 

Just after midnight a passer-by saw three 
young men running away from the bus. 

“He then saw the bus was moving. It 
almost ran over one of the males, crossed 
the carriageway and crashed into the shel¬ 
ter,” Mr Jones said. Police, having been 
alerted by CCTV cameras, were quickly on 
the scene and when Jones was questioned 
he said he had climbed on board the bus and 
had pretended to drive. But he told police he 


had done nothing to start the bus up. Mr 
Stephen Scully, for Jones, said it had been a 
stupid alcohol-fuelled prank. But he said his 
client had in no way done anything deliber¬ 
ately that would have caused the bus to roll 
away. 

“He may have released the brake in error 
while getting out in or out of the driver’s 
seat,” he said. “The two other men with him 
at the time have agreed to contribute to any 
compensation Jones may have to pay.” 

Judge Onions said he had received several 
references to say that Jones, who has no 
previous convictions, was a well respected 
young man.

A PRIMARY school in 
Oswestry was applauded as 
a model for Britain to follow 
by a government minister 
last Friday. 

Woodside School celebrated becom¬ 
ing an academy school with events 
including planting a tree in the 
grounds. 

It is the first primary school in the 
county to become an academy trust. 

Environment minister Owen Pater¬ 
son was one of those invited to the 
official celebrations after becoming 
the link between the school and edu¬ 
cation minister, Michael Gove. 

“What Woodside is doing is 
absolutely brilliant,” Mr Paterson 
said. 

“It is a pioneer in education - not 
only in Shropshire but in the country 
and may be the first primary to 
become an academy school in Eng¬ 
land. 

“I had a wonderful time at the 
academy celebrations. Woodside is a 
big school and now the Start Centre is 
part of the school it is even bigger. But 
the behaviour at the school is second 
to none. 

Outstanding 

“The atmosphere in the school is 
tremendous and it is all down to the 
dedication and hard work of the staff, 
governors and the head. It really is a 
model for the rest of the country.” 

Chairman of governors Alan 
Cooper said the school had won acad¬ 
emy status in May although had offi¬ 
cially celebrated on Friday. 

“We need to meet the same rigorous 
standards as other schools and we are 
regulated by Ofsted. At the last 
inspection, in November 2008, the 
school was rated as good with several 
outstanding features. 

“The Start Centre is now a part of 
Woodside School. It is not maintained 
by the Department for Education and 
the school is not permitted to fund the 
centre from finance provided for the 
children in the main school. The cen¬ 
tre must generate its own income 
from the fees it charges. The centre 
does, however, benefit from the edu¬ 
cational support from the school’s 
foundation stage teaching staff. ”Mr

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It’s time prosecutors took more care with cases 


SOMEWHERE today a high powered 
executive of the Department of Public 
Prosecutions is sitting red-faced, having 
just cost the taxpayers a fortune. 

A Crown Court jury has just found 
Coronation Street star Michael Le Veil not 
guilty of carrying out a series of assaults 
on a young girl in one of the most high 
profile cases for years. 

Alison Levitt QC, the DPP’s Principal 
Legal Advisor, is the woman who decided 
the case must go ahead. 

Her decision to proceed with the case 
only came after Chief Crown Prosecutor, 
Nazir Afzal, had earlier decided there was 
insufficient evidence to charge Le Veil 
after the police investigation. 

Following a formal complaint by the vic¬ 
tim’s mother against the CPS in February 
2012 a review took place and Ms Levitt 
overruled Mr Afzal’s decision. In court Le 
Veil’s own barrister called him ‘a drunk, 



bad husband and an inadequate father’, 
whose behaviour was sometimes ‘terrible’ 
but he did not deserve to have his life 
ruined in public in this way and surely Ms 
Levitt must now pay the price herself. 

Guilty or not guilty Mr Le Veil has been 
given a life sentence. His reputation has 
been tarnished forever. 

So why did this happen? High profile 
stars are easy targets but prosecutors 
must surely take more care before putting 
people through what Mr Le Veil has just 


endured. Only time will tell whether he 
ever recovers but I doubt Alison Levitt 
will be called to account for her actions. 

□ □□□ 

THERE was great news this week for 
Oswestry nightlife with the town’s under¬ 
threat music venue taken off the market. 

The popular Ironworks has been run¬ 
ning at a loss and the bank has called 
time. But thanks to a band of supporters, 
who have already raised more than 
£10,000 a reprieve is on the horizon. 

The venue may be granted a six-month 
stay of execution after being nominated 
as an “asset of community value” and a 
planned auction has been cancelled. 

The Ironworks in Church Street, was 
put forward by supporters for the desig¬ 
nation as part of the Community Right to 
Bid programme after its owners were told 
by their bank that they must sell. 


Right to Bid gives people the opportu¬ 
nity to nominate land or property which 
they feel forms parts of their community 
and that they may wish to purchase. 

Now Oswestry Town Council is sup¬ 
porting the plan - so fingers crossed.

nip says why we have to 
halt spread of Bovine TB 


Environment Secretary 
and Shropshire MP 
OWEN PATERSON 
explains why he 
believes the badger cull 
is the only way forward 



BOVINE TB is the most pressing 
animal health problem in the UK. 

What was once a disease isolated to 
small pockets - in 1972 only 0.01 per 
cent of cattle tested as infected - has 
now spread extensively through the 
West of England and Wales. 

The number of new cases is doubling 
every nine years and in the last decade we 
have slaughtered 305,000 cattle across Great 
Britain, 28,000 cattle were slaughtered in 
England in 2012 alone, at a cost to the tax¬ 
payer of nearly £100 million. 

In the last 10 years bovine TB has cost us 
£500 million. It is estimated that this will 
rise to £1 billion over the next decade if the 
disease is left unchecked. 

Bovine TB is not just a national problem. 
It’s a local one. Last month I visited Mervin 
Mullard on his farm near Bishop’s Castle. 

Destroying 

What I heard was heartbreaking. Since 
his herd first tested positive in 2007, Mervin 
has lost 133 out of 200 cattle. As a result of 
this massive loss and the knock-on financial 
effect he has decided to wind down his farm. 
It is yet another deeply depressing example 
of how bovine TB is destroying livelihoods. 

Mervin told me that he runs a closed 
farm, only buying in a new bull every five or 
six years. In recent years, he has however 
seen a significant increase in badger num¬ 
bers, with sick badgers spotted in his garden 
and nearby fields. 

It’s a sad fact that badgers are very effec¬ 
tive at spreading TB and it only takes one 
diseased badger to put a whole herd of cattle 
under TB restrictions. 

The evidence from the other countries I 
have visited, such as Australia, Ireland, New

Zealand and the USA, overwhelmingly 
points to dramatic reductions in TB in cat¬ 
tle if the problem is addressed in both cattle 
and wildlife. 

Over the past 15 years, we have been the 
only country with a serious cattle industry 
not to have born down on the disease in 
wildlife as well. 

Recent figures from Ireland, where badg¬ 
ers are culled, show that TB infection levels 
have fallen by more than 45 per cent since 
2000 and they are now slaughtering less 
than half the cattle they needed to 10 years 
ago. 

On my visit there I was told that as a 
result of culling the average Irish badger is 
now one kilogram heavier. In stark contrast, 
many of our badgers continue to experience 
a slow, lingering death. As other countries

make progress, the problem of bovine TB is 
getting worse in Britain. This is despite us 
having stringent measures in place restrict¬ 
ing the movement of cattle and ensuring all 
infected cattle are slaughtered. 

It is clear that if we are to tackle this 
deadly bacterium, we must use every tool at 
our disposal. 

Badger control is one component of the 
much broader TB eradication strategy we 
published at the end of July. The strategy 
outlines how we plan to reach our long term 
goal of achieving official bovine TB-free sta¬ 
tus in England over 25 years. 

It also sets out our determination to work 
with the industry to develop and deploy new 
technologies such as PCR, a test to help dis¬ 
tinguish infected badger setts from healthy 
ones. Vaccination also has a part to play and 


is something that we would all like to deploy 
more widely but unfortunately it’s not there 
yet in terms of either development or prac¬ 
ticality. 

When I met the EU Commissioner in Jan¬ 
uary, he confirmed that a legal and validated 
cattle vaccine is at least 10 years away. 

Mervin’s story is tragic not just because 
bovine TB has destroyed his herd and his 
livelihood but because such stories are 
becoming increasingly frequent. If the pilots 
in Gloucestershire and Somerset are suc¬ 
cessful, we will be seeking to roll out this 
approach in up to 10 further areas. 

To stop Mervin’s story being repeated we 
must use every means possible to stamp this 
disease out once and for all. I want to see 
healthy cattle living alongside healthy badg-

The land owner will 
profit, and so will English 
Heritage and the councils 
when they build their car 
park and charge admission. 

The losers are the hill fort 
itself - which will lose not 
only its archaeology, but 
some of its mystery and 
magic when it is twinned in 
plain sight with a modern 
car park - and once again 
the public, whose heritage is 
spoilt and marred. 

They will see a hill fort in 
a degraded, less magical set¬ 
ting. To add insult to injury, 
they will, no doubt in future, 
be charged for access, when 
it is at present free. 

The development propos¬ 
als are obscene money-mak¬ 
ing ideas at the expense of 
our heritage. If the councils 
want a car park for the Hill 
fort, and to charge for park¬ 
ing, why don’t they look to 
develop the present Mor¬ 
risons site when Morrisons 
moves to the new Smithfield 
development? 

Why are the councils and 
planners so short sighted, 
motivated by short-term 
gain for long-term losses? 
The planners seem blind to 
the very thing that makes 
the hill fort so special. 

Looking down onto a car 
park and modern housing 
will keep us all rooted in the 
present, and the magic of 
Guinevere’s fort will be lost.

No need for PCSOs in our schools 


I WRITE regarding the rather ridicu¬ 
lous intention of putting PCSOs in our 
schools and the questionable reasons 
given for what seems to be a desperate 
attempt to justify taxpayers’ money 
being wasted on PCSOs. Is it a case of 
use them or lose them? 

They should have been totally dis¬ 
banded at the start of the nation’s cuts 
programme and the money used to pay 
front line, fully trained police officers. 

This idea to use them in London 
schools, where we are told the majority 
of PCSOs will be stationed, is possibly 
due to the many issues these schools 
have with pupils involved in knife cul¬ 
ture, drugs, gangs, etc. 

I find it hard to believe many schools 
in our market towns suffer from the 
same issues. The Marches School, in 


Oswestry, is not on par with an inner 
city school and in a recent Ofsted 
report pupils in general felt ‘safe’ - so 
why the need? 

The role of the PCSO in these inner 
city schools and at The Marches could 
be carried out by a uniformed security 
guard who should be employed and 
paid for by the school with the issues. 
The guard could be given the relevant 
training in order to carry out the role 
as required by that school. A security 
guard would also be considerably 
cheaper. 

Pupils are safe in general within a 
UK school environment. We do not live 
in the USA, and USA-inspired initia¬ 
tives are not required in the UK. 

We do not need to waste taxpayers’ 
money on putting people such as 


PCSOs within our schools where basi¬ 
cally they will inevitably end up engag¬ 
ing in idle chit-chat with staff and 
pupils and the occasional press photo 
opportunity. 

Neither do we need to worry parents 
unduly that they could be sending 
their children to a place that needs a 
security guard or PCSO. They are not 
young offender institutes. 

If there is a need for PCSOs, then 
they should be out in our community 
patrolling our streets seven days a 
week, 24 hours a day, in the trouble 
hotspots, not engaging in pointless ini¬ 
tiatives, silly photo PR exercises etc. If 
they can’t do that then they are indeed 
a total waste of taxpayers’ money.

Why do motorists 
flout phone law? 

IT is illegal to ride a motorcycle or drive while using a 
phone or similar device, these rules apply if you are stopped 
at traffic lights or queuing in traffic. 

If you are caught, it will cost you £100 and three points 
on your licence. Your case could also go to court and you 
could be disqualified and fined a maximum of £1,000. 

Drivers of buses and commercial vehicles are liable to a 
maximum fine of £2,500. 

These are not lenient punishments - why then do so 
many drivers take the risk, not once a week but a dozen 
times a day? There’s the risk of killing or seriously injuring 
someone for a phone call. 

An American survey in 2009 reported 5,474 people killed 
on the road and classed as ‘distracted driving fatalities’. 

Of those 5,474 fatalities, 995 were considered to be 
caused by drivers distracted by phones. The report con¬ 
cluded that texting while driving increased the distraction 
and, therefore, the risk tenfold. 

We are all aware that pedestrians cannot walk straight 
while operating a mobile phone, why do drivers think that 
they can be safe at 70mph? 

Is it beyond the wit of technology to design cars that will 
not allow a mobile phone signal to penetrate the body of the 
car leaving the only option to stop and get out to answer 
the call?

Calls to 
improve 
railway 
bridge 

WELSHPOOL Town Coun¬ 
cil is calling for improve¬ 
ments to the town’s railway 
footbridge and has branded 
it a “nightmare.” 

Councillors have 

expressed their concern at 
the state of the bridge, 
which crosses the busy by¬ 
pass and is also used by 
workers heading to the 
town’s industrial zone fol¬ 
lowing a resurfacing job 
which left Powys County 
Council demanding that the 
contractor returned to do it 
again. 

But there is no timetable 
in place for the work to be 
redone, which has not 
pleased the town council. 

“The railway bridge at 
Welshpool Station is a night¬ 
mare,” said town clerk 
Robert Robinson. 

“I have met with Powys 
and the contractor to see 
what is going on. The town 
council has written to PCC 
stating that in their view the 
bridge surface is dangerous. 

“The county council has 
put signs up saying ‘uneven 
surface’ but this is not 
enough. The surface has 
worsened with the heat.” 

A spokesperson for Powys 
County Council said: “The 
resurfacing work has not 
been done to a satisfactory 
standard by the contractor, 
who is now working to pro¬ 
vide an alternative solution 
that would meet the require¬ 
ments of the North and Mid 
Wales Trunk Road Agency.”

A WORKING group has been set up 
to investigate multi-million pound 
plans to combine council and emer¬ 
gency services on a shared site. 

The sale of Powys County Council’s 
run-down Neuadd Maldwyn base in 
Welshpool could raise £3 million which 
would go towards funding a new shared 
services base in the town for the council, 
police, ambulance and fire service. 

The complex could be built in Howell Drive 
on the former swimming baths site and would 
also include flats, a library and a GP surgery. 
It would be a first for the county and for Wales. 

Members of Welshpool Town Council have 
appointed Councillor Steve Kaye to a working 
group to assist the county council with discus¬ 
sions on the proposals. 

Powys County Council first unveiled the 
idea last month but stressed the plans are at a 
“very early stage”. The authority is based in 
the Grade II-listed Neuadd Maldwyn building 
in Severn Road, but says it needs £3 million 
worth of repairs if it stays open. 

Robert Robinson, town clerk, told council¬ 
lors at a meeting on Wednesday: “This is in the 
very early stage, but we have been asked to 
appoint a councillor to a working group to look 
at the plans. It is a shared site for council and 
emergency services and others on land cur¬ 
rently off Howell Drive.” 

Councillor Kaye will now work with mem¬ 
bers of the county council. 

Councillor Garry Banks, Powys County 
Council’s cabinet portfolio holder for localism, 
said: “In February 2009 the extent of the 
maintenance backlog at Neuadd Maldwyn was 
revealed. It was acknowledged that Neuadd 
Maldwyn would require significant long-term 
investment. At the time, the estimated main¬ 
tenance figure stood at £1.5 million over a five- 
year period.” 

Councillor Banks said the figure is now 
about £3 million.

OSWESTRY’S £30 million health centre has been officially opened by 
North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson. 

The centre, off Oswald Road, first opened its doors in 2011 and various services have 
moved in over the last two years. 

The Environment Secretary unveiled a plaque on the main entrance to the centre to 
mark the occasion. He said he was delighted the centre was now operating after a “long 
and hard” battle. 

He added he was especially delighted that the centre had an X-ray facility, halting the 

need for many patients to have to travel to 
Shrewsbury or Wrexham for a scan, and 
also had its own Minor Injuries Unit. 

Representatives of Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil, Shropshire Council and the former 
Oswestry Borough Council attended the 
opening and many enjoyed a tour of the 
building to take a closer look at services. 

Mr Paterson said: “The new health cen¬ 
tre is a major asset to Oswestry. 

“It has come about as a result of a great 
deal of work and commitment by people 
from all sections of the community.

The centre opened in July 2011 as a 
multi-purpose outpatient centre. Various 
services are now based in the centre, which 
was once part of Oswestry’s railway works. 

These include the NHS dentistry service, 
advanced primary care services, ante-natal, 
podiatry and audiology clinics. 

Falls prevention clinics, speech and lan¬ 
guage therapy and the health visiting and 
district nursing teams are also based there. 

Working with developers Castlemead and 
English Heritage, the transformation of the 
railway building saw NHS bosses embark 
on the ambitious project to breathe new life 
into the 19th century workshop. 

Extensive renovation was carried out on 
the grade Il-listed building, which has a 
combined area of one and a half football 
pitches.

You would be entitled to the first £250,000 of your husband’s estate and his chattels - i.e. his personal 
possessions, together with the income from one half of any remaining funds, which will be held on a form of trust. The other half of any remaining funds 
will be split equally between your husband’s children.

Mixed views over plans 
for 50 new village homes 


MORE than 50 people have now lodged views 
on housing plans which would see the major 
expansion of Gobowen, with some support¬ 
ers saying the new homes would help 
address the area’s economic decline. 

Parish councillors have already objected to plans for 50 
homes off Whittington Road after hearing presentations from 
objectors and supporters. h u i - O'* i l. 

Applicant Michael Evans H Dy Id 111 ot JO 1111 
addressed a meeting of 
Selattyn and Gobowen 
Parish Council during the 
summer to outline his plans, 
saying the bid would address 
a housing shortage. 

He said the homes would 
provide funding of more 
than £323,000 through the 
Community Infrastructure 
Levy which requires devel¬ 
opers to pay money to local 
parish councils. 

Among concerns raised 
were worries over sewage 
and flooding as well as the 
extra traffic generated. 

They also wondered 
whether there was a need 
for so many homes and 
whether giving approval to 
the plans, which sit outside 
the village development 
boundary, would “open the 
door” to similar proposals. 

Since the meeting more 
than 50 views have been 
lodged with Shropshire 
Council over the plans, with 
about 30 of them in support 
of the outline application. 

Oswestry businessman 
Carleton Leonard said: “As a 


local businessman I am 
alarmed at the decline in the 
Oswestry area over the past 
18 months. We need to start 
investing in the future and 
protecting what a great 
place Oswestry and the sur¬ 
rounding area is. 

“The lack of new proper¬ 
ties being built in the 
Oswestry area is alarming to 
myself. We need to start 
attracting new people to the 
area as well as giving new 
buyers a chance to get on 
the market and this proposal 
to me is a great idea and one 
I fully back.” 

Among the objectors is 
Kate Roberts who wrote: “I 
consider this proposed devel¬ 
opment inappropriate. 

“We already have the 
large Wats Meadow develop¬ 
ment numbering 123 prop¬ 
erties under construction 
and several other smaller 
developments completed or 
in the pipeline all within the 
planning boundary. This 
proposal is on agricultural 
land and is greenfield.” 


Patient is wide awake for his hip surgery 


WHEN Paul Eaton went into hos¬ 
pital for a hip replacement he 
found himself wide awake during 
the operation, chatting to the 
anaesthetist watching sport on 
his computer tablet and even see¬ 
ing his operation filmed for a tel¬ 
evision documentary. 

Mr Eaton, 57, is one of the latest 
patients at the Orthopaedic Hospital 
near Oswestry to take advantage of 
new procedures and elect to stay 
awake for his surgery. 

As a result of developments in 
anaesthetics, many patients can 
choose to stay awake during such 
major joint replacement operations 
and, with free WiFi throughout the 
hospital, can bring in their tablets to 
watch films or stream live TV 

Patients have their anaesthetic 
options explained by their consultant. 

Consultant Orthopaedic Surgeon, 
Mr Richard Spencer Jones, said: 
“Even if they initially decide to stay 
awake, which has several benefits for 
quicker recovery, they can change 
their mind part way through the pro¬ 
cedure, if it does not suit them and 
still have a general anaesthetic.” 

“For me, I can simply get on with 
my surgical work as usual but for the 
patient it is hugely beneficial, as they 
can get going so much more quickly 
after the operation.”

Mercedes has unveiled 
the brand new GLA, the 
company’s first challenger 
in the compact SUV 
sector. 

With two-wheel and four-wheel 
drive options and surprising effi¬ 
ciency, thanks in part to excellent 
aerodynamics, the GLA is built 
more obviously for the road than 
any prior Mercedes G-series car. 

At around 4.4 metres long, 1.8 metres 
wide (excluding mirrors) and 1.5 metres 
high, the GLA has a purposeful, muscular 
stance that will sit well with buyers looking 
for a compact SUV with a little more visual 
impact than many of the current options. 

Complex 

It has the safety features to back up its 
looks, with an extremely complex stability 
control system able to counter-steer in the 
event of oversteer, emergency braking, 
hard acceleration, cross-winds and road 
camber. 

The option of four-wheel drive refers to 
a new on-demand system that sends 
more power to the rear wheels only when 
needed. It’s lighter than permanent four- 
wheel drive systems and allows for 
greater efficiency at the cost of outright 
off-road capability; something few, if any, 
GLA owners will need. 


Four engines will initially be available, 
starting with a turbocharged 1.6-litre 
petrol GLA 200 with 154bhp, rising 
through a 2.0-litre, 208bhp turbo petrol to 
a pair of 2.1 -litre diesels with 134bhp and 
168bhp. 

The 2.0-litre petrol promises to be the 
most flexible and fastest, passing 62mph 
in 6.5 seconds thanks to a torque output 
as high as the more potent diesel’s, but 


over an even broader rev range. Fuel 
economy hunters should seek out the 
134bhp GLA 200 CDI, which according to 
official tests can manage 65mpg on the 
combined cycle in conjunction with just 
114g/km, although these are provisional 
figures. 

Final UK spec and pricing is yet to be 
confirmed, however, and it could be 2014 
before the model arrives on these shores.

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New Suzuki 
looks set 
to fill gap 
in market

Suzuki has made its name as a 
maker of small cars and 4x4s, so it 
comes as a surprise that it’s taken 
until now to combine the two. 

But as traditional SUVs have grown larger 
and more expensive, there’s a clear gap in the 
market for a car with all-weather ability that’s 
cheaper to buy and run than many standard 
hatchbacks. 

After all, by no means everyone who lives in the coun¬ 
tryside is a millionaire, and for the environmentally con¬ 
scious there are few greener alternatives, with fuel 
consumption averaging better than 50mpg. 

So, enter the Suzuki Swift 4x4, based on the Japanese 
company’s best-selling hatchback, which could be yours 
for a little over £12,600. 

Its main competitor is the Fiat Panda. Yes Suzuki still pro¬ 
duces the Jimny, but that’s a different kettle of fish. 

It’s a more traditionally built 4x4, a sort of baby Vitara, 
but its accomplished off-road performance requires com¬ 
promises which impact on its ride comfort and handling on 
the road. Not so the Swift 4x4: in fact from its appearance 
or driving experience you’d be hard pressed to spot any 
differences with the standard hatchback. Unless, that is, 
you pay an extra £1,000 for the top-of-the-range model with 
its special bodykit. 

There are no levers or buttons to worry about. The four- 
wheel drive system is fully automatic with a viscous cou¬ 
pling proportionally directing power to the rear wheels 
when the front ones start to slip. The coupling is little big¬ 
ger than a clenched fist: in fact the whole 4x4 system adds 
just 65kg to the car’s weight. The result is little impact on 
performance, just 5mpg less and a lOg/km increase in 
C02 emissions. 


Steep 

The test drives took place in North Wales, with 20 miles 
or so of steep inclines and dirt tracks through the Berwyn 
Mountains, where first and second gears were the order of 
the day. It was pleasantly surprising to find we had aver¬ 
aged 42mpg, so 50mpg should be entirely feasible in day- 
to-day use. Both 4x4 models are powered by the Swift 
range’s 1.2-litre petrol engine, one of the most powerful in 
its class with 94PS on tap. With a 0 to 62mph time of 13.3 
seconds it’s a little slower off the mark than the standard 
hatchback. Yet it doesn’t seem to struggle - its perform¬ 
ance on the open road, and at motorway speeds, was 
something of a revelation with low noise levels and a civility 
which would be the envy of cars with much more power to 
spare. The extra 25mm ride height (to accommodate the 
4x4 system and give those who venture off road a bit more 
ground clearance) doesn’t seem to have affected the road 
holding or supple ride, either. 

That’s as it should be. This new Swift is not aimed at 
wannabe explorers, it’s a car for those who need to drive 
come rain, sleet or snow and who want the extra traction 
and security of four-wheel drive at an affordable price. 

Suzuki is dipping its toes into a new market sector so - 
for the time being at least - there isn’t the option of a 4x4 
with the Swift range’s 1.3-litre diesel engine. But with the 
petrol engine’s economy, lower price and the petrol/diesel 
price differential that’s only likely to be an issue for higher 
mileage drivers. 


Best-equipped 

The 4x4 comes in five-door, five-seat SZ3 and SZ4 
grades, the two best-equipped models in the Swift range. 
List prices are £13,819 and £15,739 but - at least until he 
end of September - Suzuki has included the new car in its 
‘VAT free’ offer. 

That works out At £12,616 and £13,116 respectively. 

The SZ3 is well-equipped by class/price standards with 
ABS and other electronic braking systems, plus an elec¬ 
tronic stability programme helping the four-wheel drive to 
keep you safe. 

Front, side and curtain airbags are also standard, along 
with convenience features such as electric windows, 
driver’s seat and steering wheel multi-adjustment, electri¬ 
cally-heated and adjustable door mirrors, manual air con¬ 
ditioning, and a radio/CD player with remote controls on 
the steering wheel. 

Step up to the SZ4 and you also get automatic air con¬ 
ditioning, automatic headlamps and a 4x4 body kit. The 
wheel arch extensions, side skirts and front and rear skid 
plates emphasise the fact you’ve got the 4x4 version, as 
well as offering some protection over uneven ground.

for its world premiere at 
the Frankfurt Motor Show 
this week. 

Richard Potts, franchise direc¬ 
tor at Greenhous believes the 
Monza Concept represents the 
Vauxhall car of tomorrow. 

He said: “The latest concept from Vaux¬ 
hall is breathtaking both visually and 
technologically. On one hand, it embod¬ 
ies everything that already characterises 
Vauxhall - precision engineering com¬ 
bined with innovative technologies 
wrapped in a captivating design. 

Optimum 

“On the other hand, it highlights many 
of the features that will be developed in 
the next generation of Vauxhall cars; max¬ 
imum connectivity and optimum effi¬ 
ciency.”

CRAIGNANT WOOD

Apart from the stream this is a great property for conservation and amenity 
interest. The Spring sees a carpet of bluebells. Nesting birds recorded are green 
woodpeckers, dippers and ravens in the old Scots pine trees, and the wood boasts 
resident woodcock. The sale includes a small foresters hut, with comfortable 
arm chair!

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Renault set to charge 
ahead with sleek Zoe 


By John Griffiths 


Renault managed to captivate 
British audiences (I suspect 
mostly the blokes) in the 
1990s when they introduced 
Nicole and her Papa to plug 
the Clio. 

The award-winning series of TV ads 
were so popular that one survey found 
the French actress was recognised by 
more of us than the then Prime Minis¬ 
ter John Major! 

Now they’re trying to woo us with another 
shapely French model - Zoe. It’s the company’s 
new electric car which pushes the cause of alter¬ 
native power forward in terms of technology and 
packaging. The name, by the way, comes from 
Renault’s ZE (for zero emissions) division. 

Innovations 

It has all the usual electric car attractions such 
as zero emissions and tax exemptions but there 
are some innovations, too. 

Perhaps the most important is the new 
‘chameleon’ charger which means (at the right 
power point) it can be fully recharged in as little 
as 30 minutes - alleviating the drawback of rivals 
which need to be plugged in overnight after 100 
miles. 

The second innovation is Renault’s decision 
to essentially split the car from the batteries for 
sales purposes. It means buyers can get a Zoe

from under £14,000 (no more than a compara¬ 
ble petrol or diesel hatchback) while the battery 
is leased from the company at prices from £70 
a month, depending on mileage. That’s around 
what most people would pay for fossil fuels, but 
Renault’s intention is to make Zoe accessible to 
more customers while removing any worries 
about battery life and, potentially, the major cost 
of replacement. 

Essentially it’s a lifetime guarantee on the bat¬ 
tery which should considerably help resale val¬ 
ues. Renault also has a system in place to 
recover Zoe drivers if they do miss the various 
warnings and run out of steam. 

Zoe is a smooth, sleek hatchback with a thor¬ 
oughly modern, almost futuristic interior which 
equates approximately with the new Clio in 
space terms. 

It drives well, too. The heavy battery pack is 
fitted in the centre of the car, under the seats, so 
it is perfectly balanced and feels surprisingly 


light and agile. The steering system, for exam¬ 
ple, is developed from the precise set-up used 
on the high performance Renaultsport models. 

Because of the weight of the batteries the sus¬ 
pension is, according to Renault, the most 
robust in its car range but it has been tuned for 
comfort with an uprated damping system. It cer¬ 
tainly feels very smooth and the car is, of course, 
much quieter than its fossil fuel rivals. 

In fact Renault has given Zoe a ‘voice’ on 
safety grounds so that pedestrians can hear you 
coming. There’s a choice of three tones - mine 
sounded a little like a light aircraft in the distance 
- which operate at lower, around town speeds. 
It is muted on the open road, as Renault engi¬ 
neers believe wind and tyre noise at higher 
speeds will achieve the same objective. 

Zoe’s motor has 87bhp (a bit less if you use 
the ‘Eco’ button to extend the range) but that 
also comes with a diesel-like 220Nm of torque 
which is available the second the motor starts to 


turn. The result is zippy initial acceleration 
which might surprise internal combustion 
engine rivals at the lights. Things even out later 
on, but it still manages to hit 62mph in a 
respectable 13.5 seconds. Top speed is limited 
to 84mph. 

The Zoe’s range between charges is nomi¬ 
nally 130 miles, an improvement on some of its 
rivals. 

Initially, Zoe buyers will have a wall-mounted 
charging point fitted at home free of charge. 
The process takes up to nine hours at a cost of 
around £3.30, but that can be considerably 
reduced if you programme it to use cheaper, 
night-time rates. 

There are currently 1,700 or so public charg¬ 
ing points (many of them free!) in Britain and 
more are being added by the week. 

Zoe may not be the answer to everyone’s 
motoring needs but it is one of the best electric 
vehicles to hit the market so far.

The latest Kia Sorento was an 
award winner within weeks of 
being launched in the UK. 

It picked up its third Total 4x4 maga¬ 
zine award in a row with a special 
award for being the “Most Improved” 
contender. 

And it’s easy to see why. 

It was just three years into its lifespan when 
Kia decided to revise the SUV with a long list of 
improvements including a new platform, revised 
engine, enhanced interior quality and a smarter, 
more modern look. And it’s fair to say that what 
was one of the best 4x4s on the market was 
made even better. 

Comfortable 

And it really does deliver those promises. It is 
one of the most comfortable SUVs to either drive 
or be a passenger in, has fantastic specification, 
plenty of people and luggage space and doesn’t 
cost the earth. And if you want to tow, the sus¬ 
pension is well-controlled making pulling a 
horsebox or caravan easy. On top of that, all but 
the entry level KX-1 model have self-levelling sus¬ 
pension as standard, which is another bonus for 
towers. 

It wasn’t just the usual mid-term upgrade, the 
Sorento had a front-to-rear and top-to-bottom re¬ 
engineering which improved safety, comfort, lux¬ 
ury and driving dynamics while lowering fuel 
consumption, emissions and running costs. In a 
simplified range, all models have a permanent 
all-wheel drive system and are powered by a 
revised version of Kia’s 2.2-litre CRDi turbodiesel 
engine. 

So let’s have a look at some of those improve¬ 
ments in more detail. 

Kia’s widely used Motor Driven Power Steering 
(MDPS) saves fuel by drawing power from the 
engine only when the car is turning and improves 


agility thanks to a lower steering gear ratio. The 
Kia Flex-Steer system, which allows the driver to 
choose between Normal, Sport and Comfort lev¬ 
els according to where and how the car is being 
driven, is fitted to the range-topping KX-3 model. 

Suspension revisions also contribute to the 
new Sorento’s greater refinement. In addition, a 
three-layer dash pad, a tunnel insulator and a 
redesigned wind deflector ahead of the 
panoramic roof fitted to KX-3 help to reduce 
vibrations, boom and road noise entering the 
cabin - what engineers refer to as noise, vibra¬ 
tion and harshness (NVH). 

The 2.2-litre CRDi turbodiesel engine, driving 
all four wheels via a six-speed manual gearbox 
or the company’s six-speed automatic has class¬ 
leading fuel economy and C02 emissions of 
47.9 mpg and 155 g/km (manual) which gives 
buyers a saving of £155 in the first year’s road 
tax (VED). It develops 194bhp at 3,800 rpm and 
422Nm of torque from just 1,800rpm, which 


means Sorento has outstanding driveability on- 
and off-road with acceleration from 0-60 mph in 
9.4 seconds (manual) or 9.5 seconds (auto), and 
all versions have a top speed of 118mph. 

Passengers travel in rows two and three with 
plenty of all-round space - something I tested by 
loading the vehicle up with friends for an evening 
out. Some were a little apprehensive about travel 
quality but all were full of praise. 

There are four trim grades - KX-1, KX-2, KX-2 
Sat-Nav and KX-3, with leather used to trim the 
steering wheel of every model. 

Flexible 

The front centre console has flexible cup hold¬ 
ers with a sliding cover and the gearshifters 
leave more space for storing small items. 

Standard equipment on all versions includes 
body-coloured bumpers, chrome exterior door 
handles, aero blade-type front wipers, projection 
headlamps with cornering lights, electrically fold¬ 


ing, adjustable and heated door mirrors, chrome 
interior garnish, rear air ventilation, LED daytime 
running lamps, cruise control, extendable sun 
visors with illuminated vanity mirrors and a ticket 
pocket, reversing sensors, high-performance 
dampers and MDPS steering. 

KX-2 versions additionally now have rain-sens¬ 
ing front wipers, a leather-trimmed instrument 
panel and a 4.3in LCD colour touch-screen with 
reversing sensors. The KX-2 Sat-Nav version 
adds a seven-inch touch-screen navigation sys¬ 
tem with European mapping and Traffic Messag¬ 
ing Channel (TMC) while the luxurious KX-3 
model also has the panoramic sunroof, Xenon 
adaptive front lighting with automatic levelling, 
an eight-way power-adjustable driver’s seat and 
a four-way power-adjustable front passenger 
seat, ventilated front seats, heated outer rear 
seats, a heated steering wheel, a multi-function 
full colour display and the Flex-Steer. 

The satellite navigation system is combined 


with a 10-speaker premium audio system deliv¬ 
ering 495 Watts of power. It includes a central 
speaker, external amplifier, sub-woofer and an 
11-channel DSP amplifier for maximum sur¬ 
round-sound quality. 

Every Sorento has anti-lock brakes (ABS) with 
Electronic Brake-force Distribution (EBD), Elec¬ 
tronic Stability Control (ESC) featuring Downhill 
Brake Control (DBC) and Vehicle Stability Man¬ 
agement (VSM). There is also Hill-start Assist 
Control (HAC) to prevent wheel-spin or roll-back 
when setting off on steep or slippery upslopes. 

Six airbags (twin front, side and side curtains) 
are standard, as are active front headrests that 
prevent or minimise whiplash injuries should the 
Sorento be hit from behind. There are also front 
seatbelt pre-tensioners and load limiters. 

Add the fully transferable seven-year warranty 
and a three-year servicing and MoT package of 
£379 to the basic price of £26,495 and you can’t 
really do any better.

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BMW’s bright spark 
takes a bow at show 



Electric warrior - the BMW i3 can race to 62mph in 7.2 seconds 


BMW’s i3, the first premium 
segment car in the world 
designed from the ground up 
to be powered by an electric 
drive system, is on show this 
week at the 65th International 
Motor Show in Frankfurt. 

The revolutionary BMW i3 is eligible 
for the UK Government’s Plug-in Car 
Grant, helping to make the first zero- 
emission vehicle in the premium car 
segment an affordable, as well as a 
technologically and environmentally 
attractive, proposition for customers. 

The electric motor generates an out¬ 
put of 170hp, with peak torque of 
250Nm on demand instantly. This 
allows the BMW i3 to sprint from zero to 
37mph in a mere 3.7 seconds and zero 
to 62mph in just 7.2 seconds, while the 
lithium-ion battery gives a range of 80 - 
100 miles in everyday driving. This rises 
by approximately 15 per cent in ECO 
PRO mode and by the same again in 
ECO PRO+ mode. 

Since 2009, BMW has conducted 
research on a global scale with the MINI 
E and BMW Active E programmes. A 
UK government report has established 
that the average commute is 13.1 miles 
each way. 

For customers particularly conscious 
of ‘range anxiety’, the BMW i3 is also 
available with a range extender engine, 
powering a generator to maintain the 
charge of the lithium-ion battery at a 
constant level while on the move. This 
is performed by a 650cc two-cylinder 
four-stroke petrol engine developing 
34hp and mounted immediately next to 
the electric motor above the rear axle. 
The range extender increases the car’s 
maximum range in day-to-day driving to 


around 180 miles on one tank of fuel. 
The BMW i3 Range Extender costs 
£28,830 OTR. 

Both BMW i3 models include a three- 
year, unlimited mileage vehicle warranty 
and an eight-year, 100,000 mile battery 
warranty. The battery is also included in 
the price of the car, negating a separate 
lease charge for the battery. 

The price for the BMW i3 starts at 
£25,680 and £28,830 for the Range 
Extender. However, leasing is expected 
to be favoured by customers and the 
monthly rates are highly competitive.

DC Rapid Charging 
is the third and final option available to 
owners and allows a BMW i3 to get an 
80 per cent charge in just 30 minutes to 
one hour. It uses a 50kW connection to 
do this and is suited to public charging 
locations where available. 

The BMW i3 launches in the UK on 
November 16.

CAMRA objects to plans 
for homes on pub site 


CAMRA is objecting to plans to demolish a 
village pub in a village near Oswestry and 
build a dozen homes on the site. 

Regulars of the Penrhos Arms in Whittington have 
already aired their opposition to the plan and now the real 
ale campaigners have joined the fight. 


CAMRA has added its 
objections, saying the plans 
will result in the “perma¬ 
nent loss of a local amenity 
to a community where this 
facility would be considered 
important to social and eco¬ 
nomic vitality”. 

The plans for the pub, 
parts of which date back to 
the early 19 th century, have 
been submitted to Shrop¬ 
shire Council by Shrewsbury 
firm Milford Investments. 

A design and access state¬ 
ment lodged in support of 
the bid said developers met 
parish councillors in April to 
discuss the plans and then 
returned to the parish coun¬ 
cil to outline their revised 
plans. 

The statement said a 
number of customers of the 
pub were also in attendance 
who made it clear that they 
didn’t want to lose their 
pub. 

Since that meeting, an 
objection has been lodged by 
the Shrewsbury and West 
Shropshire Branch of 
CAMRA. 

The group’s pubs preser¬ 
vation officer Tim Hockenull 
says in the objection: “We 
wish to object to the pro-

posal which will lead to the 
total loss of this public 
house. 

“In general terms we 
share the deep national con¬ 
cern that now exists about 
the loss of public houses 
and, indeed, about the sur¬ 
vival of the British pub as an 
institution and a social 
asset. 

“In particular as regards 
this public house it is the 
only pub in the community 
which is of a different type, 
ie it is not essentially a 
restaurant. 

“The proposed develop¬ 
ment if granted will result in 
the permanent loss of a local 
amenity to a community 
where this facility would be 
considered important to 
social and economic vitality, 
and to a high quality of life.” 

Correspondence has also 
been received over the plans 
from Whittington Parish 
Council. 

The council says it is giv¬ 
ing a neutral view. 

Shropshire Council hopes 
to make a decision on the 
application by October 17.

A FORGE in Ellesmere 
which was once the work¬ 
place of Thomas Telford will 
be opened to the public this 
weekend as part of a her¬ 
itage day and festival.

It is part of this year’s

Enterprise manager 
Sarah Lalieu said: “It was 
really important to us to get 
the forge working again and 
filled with the sounds, sights 
and smells of a working 
smithy, rather than just 
keep it as a museum piece 
preserved in aspic.”

OSWESTRY has forged some of 
Britain’s great sportsmen and 
women, but has there ever been 
a local footballing story to match 
that of the Topham brothers? 

Their exploits are way beyond the mem¬ 
ory of any living person. These brothers 
both played for England in the same inter¬ 
national in 1894, and one of them was part 
of an FA Cup-winning side. 

As it happens, Robert Topham and 
Arthur George Topham are ancestors of 
Diana Flint, the High Sheriff of Shropshire. 

“Arthur George Topham is my father’s 
father, therefore my paternal grandfather. 
Robert, who was known as Bertie, was my 
great uncle,” she says. 

Both were footballers in Victorian days 
when the game was a world away from the 
untold riches and attention which today’s 
footballers enjoy. Thanks to information

and cuttings Diana has sent us, we can piece 
together at least some of the story of these 
two former Oswestry School lads. 

Arthur was, according to the internet, 
born in Ellesmere in 1869. 

A newspaper article on his career dating 
from 1894 says “like most of the best half¬ 
backs, Topham is not remarkably tall, but 
also like them, he is well-built, sturdy, and 
active.” 

He played for Oswestry School for four or 
five seasons, and was captain in the 1886/87 
season, playing at that time as a full-back. At 
Oxford University, he played regularly for 
his college, and ultimately represented the 
university itself. He joined the Casuals in 
1889 and in 1894 represented England in an 
international against Wales at Wrexham. It 
was his only England appearance, and his 


brother Bertie also played in that game in 
his second and final England appearance. 
Arthur died on May 18, 1931. 

Bertie, too, was born at Ellesmere,and 
was the older brother by two years. For 
information about him, we can tap into a 
portrait dated January 2, 1895. 

“Topham came conspicuously into public 
notice in 1892 and 1893 when he assisted 
the Wolverhampton Wanderers in a most 
successful campaign. It is not often that an 
amateur player possesses the qualifications 
which are valued by professional teams, but 
Topham’s consistently brilliant form was 
undeniable and he gained a very large share 
of the glory which fell to his club,” it said. 

“He had learned his football at Oswestry 
School and during that time was chosen to 
play for Wales against Scotland as centre 
forward, but was unable to accept the invi¬ 
tation. At Keble College, Oxford, he was an 
all-round sportsman.

“While teaching near Wolverhampton he 
played for Wolverhampton Wanderers, first 
as centre forward and later as outside right 
“and in this position he ultimately found his 
true place ... He scored many goals with an 
irresistible shot from the corner which is 
peculiarly his own, the ball coming with 
great velocity and curving considerably in 
the air.” 

The 1893 FA Cup final resulted in a 1-0 
win for Wolves over Everton who called, un¬ 
successfully, for the match to be replayed on 
the grounds the huge crowd at Fallowfield 
Stadium, Manchester, had impeded play. 
Attendance was officiality put at 45,000 but 
estimates suggested 60,000 were crammed 
in. Strangely, the portrait makes no men¬ 
tion of the two England caps he gained in 
1893/94. Bertie died in August 1931. 

Does anybody know what the Topham 
brothers did in their post-football careers?

Complete Italian job has 
performance and panache 


Drive time 

with Graham Breeze 




FINDING the right words to 
describe four days behind the 
wheel of the Maserati Gran- 
Turismo Sport would be a 
problem for any motoring 
writer. 

It’s taken me over 30 years in the 
business to get my hands on the Ital¬ 
ian beauty, best described as a motor¬ 
ing work of art, so explaining the 
experience with the accolades it 
deserves is not easy. 


Sensational 

Sitting on 20in Neptune black alloys the 
GranTurismo simply looks sensational. There 
just aren’t the right words to do the appearance 
justice. 

Just like other motorists and pedestrians I 
found myself gazing longingly at this amazing 
looking car - love at first sight. 

But it’s not just looks that make this car stand 
out from any other performance car I have 
driven. Because lurking under the bonnet is a 
Ferrari built, naturally aspirated 4.7-litre V8 with 
454bhp and 384lb/ft of torque. 

In layman speak that means 0-60mph in 4.6 
seconds and a top speed of 186mph along with

an exhaust roar equivalent to something more 
at home on a Formula One circuit. 

The engine is fantastic and the gear-change 
sharp and I have to admit that the “sport” but¬ 
ton, which heightens engine roar, stayed in the 
“On” position for nearly all the test drive - just 
for the hell of it. 

You are at the controls of a super-car and to 
help you out Maserati has come up with a sen¬ 
sor system. The skyhook suspension system 
comes as standard using bumper-mounted 
sensors to analyse the road ahead in millisec¬ 
onds and adjusting the set-up automatically. 

In “sport” mode the car is razor-sharp while 
in normal mode it constantly adapts the damp¬ 


ing to absorb rough surfaces which means 
superb handling, combining sports perform¬ 
ance and comfort in all driving conditions. 

Outstanding 

The interior more than matches the out¬ 
standing outside with the Italian designers opt¬ 
ing for a real wood and leather finish - no 
plastic here. Though I’d have to say the white 
leather would not be my choice. 

The automatic gearstick is designed to look 
like the manual version and is a really smart 
feature. Friends questioned my ravings about 
the steering wheel but after all it is the part of a 
car that’s most important to the driver. It is 


squared off top and bottom and is a sheer joy 
to hold. 

Surprisingly the GranTurismo is a genuine 
four seater. Rear passengers sit well back in low- 
slung seats, needing very little leg room, and up 
front driver and passenger sit luxuriously. 

The biggest problem, apart from fighting of 
admirers, is the sheer size of the car. The Gran¬ 
Turismo is extremely wide which makes parking 
anywhere a problem, particularly when you are 
concentrating on not scratching the amazing 
looking alloys. 

Boot space is simply too small with not a 
chance for the golf clubs - but who cares when 
you look this good! 


The good and surprising news is the price. I 
expected the GranTurismo Sport to be at least 
£120,000 but the model on test hits the road at 
£93,720. That’s a great price for a car of this 
stature.
